Open Space Proposition Answers to Chinatown Needs 


ByJUDY YUNG 


Proposition C for open space， 
which lost by a margin of 4,000 
votes in the June 4 primary，has 
been revived, The Board of Su- 
pervisors”Legislative and Per- 
sonnel Committee last Wednes- 
day recommended that the re- 
vised measure go before the full 
Board for inclusion on the up- 
coming November election 's bal- 
lot . 

The charter amendment， as 
now proposed，establishes an 
Open Space Acquisition and Park 
Renovation Fund in the amount 
of $2.5 million to be raised over a 
period of 15 years from local 
property taxes at the rate of 10 
cents per $100 -assessed valua- 
tion. The fund is to go towards 
the acquisition and development 


of public open space for recrea- 
tional purposes. 

Previously，a number of com- 
munity persons criticized the 
proposition as offering nothing to 
Chinatown since there was no 
open land to purchase in China- 
town. With this criticism in mind， 
the authors of the measure have 
written in that Such open Space is 
to _ be acquired “by purchase， 
lease, exchange, eminent domain 
or otherwise.” 

HIGH NEED 

Chinatown is further guaran- 
teed a piece of the pie in that it 1s 
considered one of five “high 
need neighborhoods” in the city 
to receive part of 25 per cent of 
the total funds to acquire real 
property for recreational Pur- 
poses， 


There is also the possibility that 
Chinatown can have a bite in the 
other sections of the pie: 25 per 
cent for administrative expenses 
and the maintenance and de- 
velopment ofproperties acquired ; 
10 per cent for the renovation of 
existing parks and recreational 
facilities; and 15 per cent for 

matching donations to _ the city. 
The remaining 25 per cent is for 
the development of hilltop areas 
and properties along-the water- 
front， 

Doreen Der，a member of the 
Committee for Better Parks and 
Recreation in Chinatown，Ssald 
that the measure, as noOw revised， 
anSswers to the basic complaints 
raised by Committee members in 
June.“I see the potential (in the 
proposition) for Chinatownm now;

point any Asian American knowledqgeable about commu- 
nity problems as liason personnel between the President 
and Asian communities in America。 Fourth, unlike Cana- 
.qdqain and Australian leadqers Who sought to consult their 
own citizens of Chinese ancestry in their agreements with 
China，President Nixzon has not consulted the Chinese 
American community; nor did he incluqe such important 
matters as“family reunion” in his talks with the Chinese 
government. 

As the imnpeachment issue develops to this point, it js 
imnpossible for Nixon to rebujld his leadership。 As firm be- 
lievers in the two-party system，we do not wish to see the 
Republican Party destroyed by Watergate and other is- 
sues related to the present administration.

Racial Imbalance May Cost 
Public Schools $1 Million 


The SFUSD might lose more 
than $1 million because its inte- 
gration plan for junior and senior 
high schools is not being imple- 
mented correctly，according to 
John 卫 . Palomino，chief of the 
Office for Civil Rights (OCR) of 
the U.S. Department of Health， 
Education and Welfare. 

In ajletter to School Superinten- 
dent Steven Morena last week， 
Palomino stated that the school 
board's _ decision to allow large 
numbers of exemptions to the 
original Secondary School inte- 
gration plan “may tend to ne- 
gate”” secondary School integra- 
tion efforts. The $1,038,000 that 
the district has been expecting 
under the Emergency School Aid 
Act may therefore be jeopar- 
dized, he stated. 

Earlier this year，the school 
board adopted a plan that would 
have racially balanced each of the 


city's 17 junior high schools and 
the 10th grades of the high 
schools. Subsequently，however， 
the board adopted a policy of 
allowing students to transfer 
from schools assigned for reasons 
of health or inadequate curricu- 
lum. It is the effect of these ex- 
emptions that worries OCR. 


DOON WONG 1ILL 


Doon Wong, an influential fig- 
ure in Chinatown，is suffering 
from Kidney failure. He was 
transferred from Chinese Hospi- 
tal to the intensive care unit of 
Presbyterian Hospital Thursday. 

Wong is senior elder of the 
Wong FEamily Association，Bing 
Kung Tong，the Chinese Six 
Companies, the Ning Yung Bene- 
volent _ Association，amnd advisor 
to President Chiang 玫 Kai-shek in 
foreign affairs.
